During the month of July the impor- 


tations of butter and cheese from Amer- 
ica to Scotland were very heavy. 
For 


Glasgow alone the boxes of cheese during 
the month numbered 137,852, and the 
tubs of butter 30,060, of which latter 
2,500 were oleomargarine. This was an 
increase of 47,000 boxes of cheese and 
19,900 tubs of butter, the largest increase 
known in any month of the year. 
For 


the seven months since January last there 
had been an aggregate importation of 
butter of 98,220 tubs, which was an in- 
crease of 12,518 over the same period 
last year. Of cheese, the aggregate was 
257,725 boxes, and the increase 81,492. 
More that one-half these 257,725 boxes 
of cheese came in the month of July, and 
for the last weeks of that month 40,000 
boxes were arriving every seven days. 
Every lot of American cheese, as soon as 
it arrives, is picked up in Scotland, and. 
the quality is described as "very fine."

Self-made men of President Garfleld's 


type arc are often justly claimed as being 
among the finest fruits of our institutions. 
There is another class who also deserve 
well our praise—those who have had to 
overcome, not so much their early disad- 
vantages, as what many people would con- 
sider their early advantages. They did 
not have to surmouut poverty but to sur- 
mount wealth—not to rise out of adversi- 
ty but above prosperty. They liove had 
to learn to sympathize with those iu need 
without ever having shared their neccssi- 
tious condition; to espouse radicalisms 
when they had everything to lose by the 
change. 
It is hard, at any rate, to get 


good work out of those who nro born to 
inherit what others have earned by work- 
ing ; how much harder when their career 
is destined to involve not merely work, 
but the loss of early friends and perhaps 
of all the special delights of the society 
in which they were born. To accept these 
conditions, and to do it knowingly and 
cheerfully, is to be a self-made man or 
woman indeed. 


A rich young lawyer was once told by 


tin older one that the way to success was 
this : To spend his fortune ; then marry 
and spend his wife's; after which he could 
hope to succeed at the bar. But to 
achieve a really independent moral posi- 
tion—to be indeed a self-made man or a 
true man at all—implies more than suc- 
cess nt tho bar.for it needs not only intel- 
lect, but the highest aims besides. To

women in New England.

Stephen S. Foster, for many years an 


anti-slavery agitator of the Uarrisonian 
school, died at his home in the suburbs of 
Worcester Wednesday night, at tho age 
of seventy-one years. 
Of the group of 


reformers who, from 1835 to 1871, waged 
war upon the Constitution as "a covenant 
with death and an agreement with hell," 
none was more zealous and defiant than 
the fiery spirit who has just been laid to 
rest. 
In his prime, Stephen Foster was 


gifted with a power of denunciation and * 
bitterness of invective which in these 
quiet times would have passed belief. 
The church and the state, as the bulwarks 
of slavery, were alike objects of his furi- 
ous hate. Those who ever attended the 
old anti-slavery meetings will never for- 
get the stormy eloquence with which 
Foster, and Pillsbury, and Burleigh, and 
a score of others came down upon them. 
Mr. Foster did not carry his strong feel- 
ings to such an extreme in private life ; 
though he was sometimes heard to regret 
that the relations of life nnd business 
compelled him to be civil to so many fools 
and scoundrels, — meaning those who dis- 
agreed with him. Of late years Mr. 
Foster had owned and cultivated an ex- 
cellent farm a few miles out of Worces- 
ter ; and seldom came before the p iblic, 
except when the city collector had oc- 
casion to enforce the sale of his stock or 
homestead to ensure payment of his taxes, 
which he withheld on the ground that 
taxation without representation of women 
was unjust. — Boston Advertiser.

We will say this for 
the appearance of the interior of Bucks 
County's place for incarceration of pris- 
oners, that the cleanliness displayed in 
every department was something that at- 
tracted our notice and made us feel that 
praise was due whoever has charge of this 
very necessary feature. It is a credit to 
any county to have a prison kept in as 
good condition as is the one we visited in 
Doylestown. 


It would appear, if we are to judge 


from disinterested witnesses, that a new 
jail is wholly uncalled for, and the at- 
tempt to deprive the people of this end 
of the county from having a bridge built, 
which is a public necessity, in order that 
the funds for its construction can go into 
a public building, for which there is no 
use, shows how genuine the plea of the 
Democracy, of the Joshua Beans' sort, is 
when it professes to be in favor of an 
economical administration of affairs.
